Introdnotory Note 

This volume deals with statistics for Indian States as far as reported. * 
As in tho previous issues, summary tables have boon jnscrtcd to show the 
total figures relating to area, the classification of area, and the area under 
crops for each State or group of States, and tho totals for all tho reporting 
Slates. The total number of cattle as far as reported in each of the years 
190G-07 to ] 923-24 has also been included in the general summary table (No. 1). 
-These statistics are defective for comparative purposes, as additions have boon 
made in the number of reporting States from time to time. Two charts and 
an index for easy reference have, as usual, been added to the volume. 

It should be noted that, for the reasons explained below, the agricultural 
statistics of Indian States are incomplete and arc of far less accuracy than those 
of British Provinces published in Volume I. As these States comprise one- 
third of the total area of India, the importance of their statistics in tho all- 
India returns can scarcely be over-estimated. 

The total area of Indian States is 4G0 million acres (719,000 square miles), 
with a population of 72 millions according to the Census of 1921. These States 
are divided, for purposes of agricultural statistics, into two main classes, 
namely, (1) States within the jurisdiction of Local Governments and Adminis- 
trations, and (2) States having direct political relations with tho Government 
of India. 

(i) Stales within the jurisdiction of Local Oovernmenis and Admhvislra’- 
iio/w.— The total area of these States is 114,043,000 acres, with a population 
of 19 millions. They are divided into tho following main groups : —

The 
balance, 92,562,000 acres or 69*3 per cent, represent.? tlie area available for 
cultivation- Of this area, 15,027,000 acres, or 11*3 per cent of the total area, 
represent oulturable ivasto, i.e., land available for cultivation but not taken 
up, and 13,675,000 acres, or 10*2 per cent, falloiv in the year under report. 
The net area actually sown in the year was thus 63,660,000 acres (d7'8 per 
cent of the total area). This net area soAvn, however, exelndes areas sown 
more than once in the year. If areas sown more than once (as noted below) 
arc taken as separate area for each crop, the gross area sown in the year of 
report amounts to 67,321,000 acres. 

The total area irrigated in the reporting Slates during 1923*2di was • 

8.637.000 acres, as against 8,610,000 acres in the preceding year. Of this, 

2.329.000 acres ivere irrigated from Government canals, 939,000 acres from 
private canals, 1,321,000 acres from tanks, 2,033,000 acres from wells, and 
the remaining 1,912,000 acres from other sources of irrigation. These figures, 
however, do not take into account areas sown more than once during the 
year with the help of irrigation, but indicate the extent of laud actually 
irrigated. If areas sown more than once are counted as separate area 
for each crop, the gross area of irrigated crops amounts to 9,522,000 acres, of 
which 8,651,000 acres were under food crops. 

The gross area cultivated with crops in the reporting States was, as stated 

Thoa.aa 4 p.rco»t acrcs iu 1923-21. The 

dmerent classes of crops and the area 
occupied by each, so far as details are avail- 
able, t are stated in the margin. Of the 
total area soAvn, food crops occupied about 

19.599.000 acres or 75*3 per cent and non- 
food crops about 16,267,000 acres or 21*7 
per cent. Of the food crops, food-grains 
(cereals and pulses) occupied as much as 

16.4.81.000 acres, or 70*6 per cent of the 
total area soAvn, and other food crops (con- 
diments and spices, sugar, fruits and 
vegetables, and miscellaneous food croiJs 
together) covered some 3,115,000 acres, or 
only 1*7 per cent of the total. Of the non- 
food crops, oilseeds occupied 5,071,000 acres or 7*7 per cent of the total area 
sown, fibres such as cotton, hemp, etc., 0,919,000 acres or 10*6 per cent, and 
fodder crops 2,843,000 acres ox 4’3 per cent. The other non-food crops, namely, 
dyes and tanning materials, drugs and narcotics (tobacco, tea, coffee, opium, 
etc.) and miscellaneous non-food crops together covered some 1,101,000 acres 
or 2*1 per cent of the total. 

The total extent of land, ou which more than one crop Avas raised during 
the year Avas 3,161,000 acres.

(Bharatpur). — Land paying a reduced permanently fixed yawa (assessment). 

Jagir (Mysore, Gwalior, Kishangarh, Kotah, Narsingarh). — Land granted revenue-free 
on condition of military service or as a charitable cudou'ment. 

(Indoi'C, Barwaui). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military service or 

ns a charitable endowment or in recognition of good services rendered to the State. 

(Bikaner). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military servieo or as a 

'■ charitable endo^vmcnt. 

(Aluar). — ^i\ssignnient of land revenue, with or without, condition of military service 

and payment of commutation dues, granted i)i iceognition of meritorious services to 
relations of the ruling chief or other high officials of the State. 

(Kishangarh). — Land granted revenue-free on condition of military service either 

actually rendered or fulfilled ijy a rateable money contribution. 

Jtigirdar (JhalauTir). — Holder of jagir laud. 

Jodi (Mysore). — A whole inAm village paying quit-rent to Government, 

Kayamgvtla (Mysore). — A whole village granted by the State on fixed money-rent. 

KhaUa (Gwalior, Jaipur, Bilvancr, Marwar, Bharatpur). — Land paying full revenue to the 
State. 

Kliatedari (Jhalawar). — Same ns ratyaiwari, 

Mnafi (Gwalior, Alwar, Kotah, Bharatpur, Kishangarh). — Land granted free of revenue. 

Ont-bnndi (Indore), — Ahsessment of revenue calculated at a fixed rate per plough. 

Patel (^lysoro). — Village headman appointed by Government. 

Pattidari (Ahrar). — Villages held by ,a number of families, by shares, ancestral or 
ciKsfomary. 

Patwari (Nni'siugarh). — Village revenue ofiieer or accountant. 

Raiyalwari (Bharatpur). — State area leased to cultivators for a fixed term. 

Bmtdha (Bharalpur). — State grass preserves. 

Sarmmanayam (jMysorc). — An inam village, wholly revenue-free. 

SItanbdg (Mysore). — A village accountant appointed by Government. 

Tanka (Gwalior). — Estate held by certain families who were in pow’cr when the country 
was annexed and who were left in possession of their estates on pa^'ment of a fixed 
annual tribute, or tanka, bearing but a small proportion to the annual assets.
